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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection of record Is based on a combination 
of references and it is well-established that obviousness is deteremined on what the combined teachings would have fairly suggested and 
not what first one and then the other refernce suggests. 

Nevertheless, as noted by applicants, Gunn et al disclose three variations of a bearing. It is applicants' position that the embodiment 
teaching the single slit cannot be applied to a metal bearing because the material disclosed for this embodiment is non-metallic. This 
argument has not been found to be persuasive. In particular, there is no requirement for the bodily incorporation of the element from one 
reference into the other reference. The bearing being metal is disclosed and possessed by the base reference. Gunn et al have been 
applied to evidence that it is known to provide split bearings per se. Further and in regard to the passage identified by applicants, the 
specific material identified therein is stated to be a possible material (note the use of "can be"). It is not stated to be the required material 
nor is it indicated that a single slit bearing member must not be metal. The teaching of providing a single slit in the bearing member is 
equally applicable to metal bearings. Moreover, the gist of applicants' argument appears to be that such a modification would be 
inoperative if applied to a metal bearing. No support for this position has been set forth and, if that were the case, it is unclear how 
applicants' metal bearing with a single slit would be operable, but the prior art would not. 

Furthermore, it is noted that the language of claim 1 is of such breadth that the two separate piece embodiment of Gunn et al would not be 
precluded. Note that with two separate pieces, one would possess "two oppoing free ends" (four would actually be present). 

Accordingly, applicants' arguments are not deemed to be persuasive.
